Bitter Fighting Indicated. 


The Japanese defenders are be- 
lieved to be strongly entrenched 
on Tarawa, and repeated reports of 
resistance indicates that consider- 
able bitter fighting is underway 
in the Marine attempt to wrest 
that 22-mile-long atoll from the 
enemy. The sparsely - vegetated 
coral reefs offer little protection 
to the invaders. 

One of the greatest Marine 
handicaps at Tarawa appeared to

Pearson in his broadcast said that 
Patton had been “severely repri- 
manded” by Eisenhower and gave 
as his opinion that Patton would 
not “be used in combat any more.” 

Pearson’s broadcast resulted in 
the formal statement from Allied 
headquarters last night, saying 
Patton still was in command. of.the 
Seventh Army and ‘that he had 
not been reprimanded. 

This statement was technically 
correct, though it did not give the 
full picture. There was no formal 
reprimand, ag the term is known 
in the army. ‘Correspondence on 
the subject is in Eisenhower's per- 
sonal files and in Patton’s personal 
files, and known to the War De- 
partment. But it is not on Pat- 
ton’s record. 

Account by Eyewltnesses. 

The story is a strange one— 
the story of a General, whose ex- 
cellence is admitted by all, who 
in the heat of battle lost his tem- 
per and later admitted he was 
wrong and made amends. 

The incident consisted of 
according to eyewitnesses: 

Gen. Patton slapped a shell- 
shocked soldier in a hospital tent 
because he thought the soldier 
was shirking his duty. The inci- 
dent occurred early in August 
when the Sicilian campaign was 
in one of its most critical periods. 

Patton visited the evacuation 
hospital and went among the 
wounded, trying to cheer them. He 
patted some on the back, sympa- 
thizing with them. He then came 
upon a 24-year-old soldier sitting 
on a cot with his head buried in 
his hands, weeping. 

“What's the matter with you?” 
Patton asked, according to per- 
sons who were in the hospital tent 
at the time. 

The soldier mumbled a_ reply 
which was inaudible to the Gen- 
eral. Patton repeated his ques- 
tion. 

“It’s my nerves, I guess I can’t 
stand shelling,” the soldier was 
quoted as replying. 

Profanity Reported Used. 

Patton thereon burst into a 
rage. Employing much profanity, 
he called the soldier a “coward,” 
“vellow belly,” and numerous oth- 
er epithets, according to those 
present. He ordered the soldier 
back to the front. 

The scene attracted several per- 
sons, including the commanding 
officer of the hospital, the doctor 
who had admitted the soldier and 
a nurse.

ENDING LIFE AT HIS VILLA 


Roundabout Dispatch Says Former 
Duce Committed Act During 
Fit of Depression. 


LONDON, Nov. 23 (AP).—A 
roundabout Reuters dispatch from 
Stockholm said today Benito Mus- 
solini was reported to have com- 
mitted suicide yesterday at his 
Lake Garda villa. ' 

The dispatch said the report 
came via the Zurich correspondent 
of the Stockholm newspaper Da- 
gens Nyheter from travelers ar- 
riving in Switzerland. There was 
no confirmation from other quar- 
ters. 

The correspondent said it had 
been reported that the former 
Duce arrived at his villa a few 
days ago in an extremely nervous 
state and that specialists were 
summoned from Rome, but arrived 
after Mussolini took his own life 
in a fit of depression.

Germans widened their main zone 
of counterattacks in the Ukraine

Lesser but still strong counter- 
attacks were reported at other 
principal points of contact from 
the White Russia sector at Rechit- 
sa to.the Dnieper River bend 
southwest of Dnieperopetrovsk. 

The Army newspaper Red Star 
said the mud which had bogged 
the roads had been dried complete- 
ly by the first frosts and fast-mov- 
ing enemy units were prodding 
for soft spots in the Russian lines 
trying to open flanks to attack 
by main forces. Soviet defenses 
were reported holding against the 
assaults. 

Nazis Try to Clear Railways. 

The Germans appeared to be 
striving to clear their lateral com- 
munications on the Leningrad- 
Odessa railway, but Soviet forces 
were still holding two important 
junctions farther to the north, 
Korosten and Ovruch, and the Ger- 
man armies in White Russia and 
the Ukraine were still as far apart 
as ever. 

The Red Army continued its own 
offensives on widely separated sec- 
tors north and south of the Kiev 
bulge. Advances were reported 
southwest of Dnieperopetrovsk, 
south of Kremenchug, on the low- 
er reaches of the Pripet River, 
west of Rechitsa and north of 
beleaguered Gomel, northern an- 
chor of the German line in White 
Russia.

R. A. F. Pathfinders Out- 
lined Target in Flares 
for Big Bomber Forma-

AT AN R.A.F. BOMBER BASE 
IN THE MIDLANDS, Nov. 
(AP).—Berlin was a great sea of 
flames and explosions which even 
through a solid cloud overcast 
could be seen for 70 miles by flyers 
returning last night from the great 

raid on the Nazi capital. 

The flyers, some of whom went 
through the London blitz and were 
getting their first chance to give 


it back to the German capital, 
commented that they didn’t see 
how the city could hold out under 
many such bombardments. 

And their success in executing 
the raid, despite what once were 
regarded as impossible conditions, 
pointed to only one thing: The 
raids are going to be continued 
probably in constantly-increasing 
force until Berlin and the Ger- 
mans are through. 

The R.A.F.'s remarkable path- 
finder system by which the bomb- 
ers arrived over Berlin to find 
their target plainly outlined in 
flares dropped by advance planes 
turned the once-hampering clouds 
to advantage. 

The clouds were so thick that 
the Germans apparently were un- 
able to get their night fighters 
off the ground—the boys returning 
here didn’t see a single German 
plane—and the enemy must have 
figured it useless even to use 
searchlights. 

All Berlin could do was to 
cringe and take it, tossing up a 
great barrage of flak. From a 
force numbering possibly a thou- 
sand or more bombers it took a 
toll scarcely more than would be 
expected from engine trouble or 
other exigencies. 

The bombers hit Berlin at about 
8 p. m. in one of the earliest at- 
tacks yet. They took off in late 
afternoon from fields all over Brit- 
ain, forming a great, loose proces- 
sion across the sky, then tightened 
up over the heart of Nazidom to 
deliver a solid knockout punch. All 
the destruction was rammed 
home in about half an hour or less. 

It was midnight when through 
the static of the control tower 
radio came a hoarse but cheery

Australians Gain in Jun- 
gle — 19,000 Tons of 
Enemy Shipping Hit in 
48-Hour Period.

SOUTHWEST PACIFIC Al- 
LIED HEADQUARTERS, Tues- 
day, Nov. 23 (AP). — Australian 
soldiers, supported by  26-ton 
tanks, have driven through the 
northeastern New Guinea jungles 
to within half a mile of the core 
of Japanese defenses on high 
ground around Sattelberg. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur's head- 
quarters coupled this report today 
with others showing that during 
the last 48 hours Allied aircraft 
have sunk or damaged 19,000 tons 
of Japanese shipping. 

The Sattelberg drive is directed 
inland eight miles northwest of 
Allied-held Finschhafen against 
forces whose jungle plateau posi- 
tions overlook those of MacAr- 
thur’s men. 

These shipping blows were de- 
livered: Sunday: 

American Liberators sank a 4000- 
ton vessel off Manokwari, Dutch 
New Guinea, and shot down two 
and damaged one of six intercept- 
ing float planes. Antiaircraft fire 
downed one Liberator, 

Near the Aroe islands in the 
same area, Dutch-flown Mitchells 
covered by  Australian-manned 
Beaufighters sank a 2000-ton ship 
and two small coastal vessels and 
damaged a 4000-ton freighter 
transport. Liberators sank a 
1000-ton ship and downed four 
planes. 

A Liberator set fire to an 8000- 
ton Japanese merchantman in the 
vicinity of Kavieng, New Ireland. 
It was listed as probably sunk. 

A Navy Catalina bombed a six 
ship convoy heading for Rabaul, 
but was not able to observe the 
results,

GERMAN THRUST IN ITALY

British Force Gains More High Ground Near

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Nov. 23 (AP).—A_ strong 
German force launched a sharp 
counterattack on the British 
Eighth Army lines northwest of 
Agnone, but was beaten back aft- 
er two hours of fighting, official 
reports from the front disclosed 
today. 

Agnone, in the inland sector of 
the Eighth Army front, was cap-

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KIRKWOOD DOUBTS 
IWDGES PRACTICE 
LAW 


Says in 11 Years on Bench 
He Has Never Known 
of Any Jurist Who 
Was So Engaged. 


REPLY TO CHARGE 
AT CONVENTION 


Unethical, but Not Illegal 
—Many Favor Placing 
Bar in State Constitu- 
tion. 


Presiding Judge Robert J. Kirk- 
wood of the Circuit Court, com- 
menting today on a complaint by 
Alroy 8S. Phillips before the State 
Constitutional Convention last 
night that judges in St. Louis were 
engaging in private law practice, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
such practice was “legal but not 
ethical.” However, he declared 
that he did not know of any judge 
engaging in such practice. 

Seventeen of the 23 Judges of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals, Circuit 
Court and Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection here told reporters today 
that they were opposed to Judges 
practicing law. The other six 
Judges could not be reached. In- 
quiry indicated that except in 
minor  tnstances, representing 
transaction of unfinished business, 
Judges in St. Louis do not engage 
in private practice. ‘ 

Judge Kirkwood said that dur- 
ing his 11 years on the bench he 
had not observed any Judge prac- 
ticing law, although he said that 
there migt occasionally be trust 
or probat~ matters pending when a 
Judge took the bench, which he 
might later dispose of. Most 
Judges, including himself, he said, 
are too busy with their judicial 
duties to undertake outside ac- 
tivities. 

Judge Kirkwood, in common 
with other Judges who commented 
on Phillips’ remarks, made before 
the convention's Judicial Commit- 
tee at Jefferson City, agreed with 
his proposal that private practice 
by jurists should be prohibited by 
the Constitution. Under existing 
statutes Judges are not forbidden 
to practice except in their own 
courts. 

As to Practice in Probate Court. 


Phillips, a Republican and a con- 
vention delegate, told a reporter 
he did not have personal knowl- 
edge of private practice by Judges 
here but said he had been told that 
some practiced in Probate Court. 
He added that He had heard, but 
had not been able to substantiate, 
that the late Mayor William Dee 
Becker received a $10,000 legal fee 
in his last year as a member of 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals. 

Inquiry among judges failed to 
yield any information showing 
that Judge Becker had practiced 
law while on the bench or received 
such a fee. Several judges re- 
called that he had refused various 
receiverships, including a proffered 
appointment to a lucrative theater 
receivership. 

Mrs. Louise Becker, his widow, 
Said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that she was certain her husband 
received no considerable sum of 
money from any source outside his 
official salary in his last year on 
the Court of Appeals bench. “I 
would have known of anything of 
the sort, and it would have ap- 
peared in his estate,” she said. 
“Judge Becker, early in his service 
on the bench, was trustee of two 
estates, one being a trust begin- 
ning before his election, the other 
from a will made in former years; 
this was over with before the 
time Mr. Phillips speaks of, and I 
cannot imagine on what he based 
his assertion.” 

Probate Judge’s Comment. 

Probate Judge Glendy B. Arnold 
said no Judges practiced in his 
court, although in some instances 
they might serve as executors of 
estates, but he was not aware of 
any current cases of that nature. 

Circuit Judge William H. Kil- 
loren recalled that he has a case 
pending in Probate Court involv- 
ing the 8l-year-old widow of a 
client served prior to his appoint- 
ment as Judge two years ago. Ex- 
cept for that pending matter and 
unfinished work in connection with 
his duties as trustee for the Ham- 
ilton-Brown Shoe Co., he said, he 
divested himself of private practice 
when he became a Judge. Judge 
Killoren said the trusteeship was 
virtually at an end when he came 
to the bench and would be termi- 
nated in a few months. 

Circuit Judge Robert L. Aron- 
gon, who said he didn’t think 
Judges should practice law .al- 
though he could conceive of cases 
where a new Judge might want 
to clean up unfinished business, 
recalled that he had written a 
will for a soldier, for which he 
received no fee.

CHARLES RAY DIES; STARRED 
AS RUBE IN SILENT MOVIES 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 23 (AP).— 
Charles Ray, who gained national 
fame for his portrayal of country 
bumpkin roles on the silent screen, 
died today after a long illness. He 
was 52 years old. 

Ray, who made a great fortune 
as an actor only to lose most of 
it through an ill-starred venture 
as a film producer, had been in 
Cedars of Lebanon Hospital for 
five weeks, suffering from a ma- 
lignant throat infection. 

Ray was born in Jacksonville, 
Ill., and came here as a youth. His 
beginning as an actor was humble, 
and his first film job was reported 
to have paid him only $30 a week.

COCHRAN PLEADS 


POLITICS CHARGED 
BY BOTH SIDES IN 
SUBSIDY DEBATE 


Backers of Payments 
Cite Inflation Peril — 
Hoffman Says Fault 
Will Be Roosevelt’s. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23. (AP).— 
The House today approached a 
roll call on the .bitterly contested 
consumer-subsidy issue, with lead- 
ers on both sides of the argument 
charging the opposition with play- 
ing politics. 

Chairman Mary Norton (Dem.), 
New Jersey, of the House Labor 
Committee, asserted that the pow- 
erful antisubsidy coalition was 
making “a political football” of ad- 
ministration efforts to hold down 
food prices and was selling con- 
sumers “down the river.” 

This prompted Representative 
Hoffman (Rep.), Michigan, to re- 
tort: 

“If disastrous inflation follows 
in the ensuing months, the re- 
sponsibility rests squarely upon the 
shoulders of the President and his 
economic advisers who are seek- 
ing, not stabilization, but votes for 
a fourth term.” 

The'‘debate was on pending legis- 
lation to extend the life of the 
Commodity Credit Corporation, 
carrying an amendment to bar con- 
sumer subsidies. Passage was re- 
garded as certain, 

From Representative Fulbright 
(Dem.), Arkansas, came a state. 
ment that “the basis objection to 
subsidies on a large scale, touch- 
nig millions of small producers, is 
the distrust that the Congress and 
the people feel toward the admin- 
istering agencies.” 

Representative Ford (Dem.), 
California, told the House that “if 
you gentlemen. pass the part of 
the bill outlawing subsidies, you’re 
going to force one of the greatest 
inflationary spirals this country 
has ever seen.” 

“If you want dollar butter, dol- 
lar eggs and three dollar wheat— 
all you have got to do is pass this 
bill as it stands now,” he said. 

Representative Weiss (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, asked the House “to 
rise to the same degree of non- 
partisanship and statesmanship it 
has exemplified on many other im- 
portant war measures,” by provid- 
ing for “wisely administered sub- 
sidies to help stabilize our eco- 
nomic. front and’ to hold the line 
on the cost of living.” 

Representative Taber (Rep.), 
New York, ranking minority mem- 
ber of the House Appropriations 
Committee, asserted that the “trou- 
ble today results from the mis- 
takes OPA has made in fixing 
prices.” He. argued that creation’ 
of scarcity as a result of low prices 
discouraged production, “promotes 
org and results in black mar- 

ets.’ 


Limit, or None at 


All, While Others 


Support Measure as Proposed. 


The bill for a 10 p. m. curfew 
for children probably will die in 
the Legislation Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen. A member of 
the committee told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today that the bill, fol- 
lowing yesterday afternoon's public 
hearing, would get not more than 
two favorable votes among the 
seven members of the committee. 

Speakers at the hearing were di- 
vided between those supporting the 
measure as it stood — prohibiting 
boys and girls under 16 years of 
age on the streets after 10 o’clock, 
and providing fines for the parents 
or guardians of children violating 
the rule—those who thought the 
time limit should be 11 o’clock 
rather than 10, and those who op- 
posed any such restrictive attempts 
as futile. 

The Rev, Herbert E. Ryan, rep- 
resenting a Methodist ministers’ 
group, and the Rev. Reuben Huene- 
mann of Salem Evangelical Church 
supported the 10 o’clock rule, but 
Albert Schoenbeck, appearing for 
the Metropolitan Church Federa- 
tion, said 10 o’clock was too early. 
Henry 
St. Louis Juvenile Commission, said 
“wholesome” entertainments fre- 
‘quently lasted later than 10, and 
favored an 11 o’clock rule. 

“Most immorality among teen- 
age youths is between 11 p. m. and 
1 a. m.,” Avery said, “and follows 
drinking.”

Dr. Louis H. Behrens supported 
the bill from a medical stand- 
point, saying that juvenile delin- 
quency appeared to be on the in- 
crease, and that measures to check 
the spread of venereal disease 
were needed. W. G. Collins, a fre- 
quent speaker at City Hall hear- 
ings, and the Rev. J. H. Smith, 
repesenting Negro Baptist pastors, 
favored the bill. 

The measure made exceptions in 
cases of “emergency errand or 
legitimate business” directed by 
the parent or other responsible 
adult. The penalty on parents for 
violation by children was fixed at 
a fine of not more than $250 or 
imprisomment not more than three 
months, or both, 


(Dem.), St. Louis, supported in a 
speech today the administration’s 
food subsidy program, reminding 
Democratic and Republican mem- 
bers of the House that for the last 
80 years they had been giving sub- 
sidies to farmers, states, veterans 
and industry.

All 
arguments in support of those bills 
were.the same. The veterans and 
dependents could not live on what 
they were receiving. Not a single 
member of this House voted 
against either bill. Now you would 
pass legislation that ultimately 
will increase the cost of living and 
the veterans and dependents of 
those in the service will be back 
to where they were before you 
voted to raise the Government’s 
compensation.” 


450 AT GRANITE CITY PLANT 
QUIT OVER INCENTIVE PAY 


About 450 hot and cold strip 
metal workers, employed at the 
Granite City Steel Co. plant at 
Granite City, walked off the job 


today in a protest unauthorized by 
their union, the CIO United Steel 
Workers, against refusal by the 
company, to make an immediate 
upward revision of incentive pay 
schedules, - 

A company spokesman said an 
increase in incentive pay was de- 
manded after an additional blast 
furnace was installed at the plant 
on Nov. 15 with the result that 
production was increased more 
than 60 per cent. The spokesman 
said the men apparently were dis- 
satisfied with a plan that would 
make the new achedule, when 
worked out, retroactive to Nov. 15.

Patterson Questioned, 


Patterson was asked to explain

Patterson explained he meant 
that the development in general 
would open up the Canadian wil- 
derness to further exploration. In 
response to a further question he 
said the 600-mile four-inch pipe- 
line will be finished in February, 
1944, and the refinery the follow- 
ing spring. 

He was unable to provide a def- 
inite reason for the War Depart- 
ment’s failure to take the Petro- 
leum Administrator for War, Har- 
old L. Itékes, into its confidence 
about Canol. Finally he conceded 
that it “might” have been better 
if the department had done so. 
Ickes testified yestefday he first 
heard about the gigantic undertak- 
ing during conversation with a 
contractor in a Washington hotel 
lobby. 

Many Objections. 

“When we first started Canol,” 
said Patterson, “we were met by 
plenty of objections. It was said 
there wasn’t any oil at Norman 
Wells. It was said that it was 
impossible to take equipment there 
to drill. It was said that a pipe 
line through the mountains to 
Whitehorse could never be com- 
pleted. It was said that the 
weather was so severe that the oil 
would not flow in the lines. And 
so on. We are now disproving ev- 
ery one of them. The objections 
reminded me of the protests made 
when this nation acquired Alaska 
in 1867 through the action of Sec- 
retary of State Seward—‘Seward’s 
Folly’ it was called.” 


He disclosed that the War De- 
partment—two weeks ago, after it 
became known that public hear- 
ings on Canol would be held — 
initiated discussions for revision of 
the Canol project.

He apologized to the soldier whom 
he had struck, to the commander 
of the hospital and to all those 
present at the time. He then went 
before as many officers and men 
as could be assembled from each 
division under his command and 
repeated his apology. 

At the close of the campaign in 
talking to correspondents, Patton 
after recounting the history of the 
Sicilian drive, said:

He commanded the Western 
task force which occupied the At- 
lantic coast of French Morocco in 
landings last November. His 
forces then occupied all Morocco 
and he remained in command 
there until the German  break- 
through at Kasserine Gap in Tu- 
nisia in February, precipitating an 
American retreat. 

Rallied Forces for Victories. 
After that reverse, Patton re- 
lieved Maj. Gen. Lloyd Fredendall 
as commander of the American 
Second Corps. He rallied this 
force and led it to victory at Mak- 
nassy, El Guettar and Gafsa. 
These victories led to a. junction 
of Americans with the _ British 
Eighth Army between Gafsa and 
Gabes. 

The Second Corps then was 
shifted to northern Tunisia for the 
final phase of that campaign. 
Patton’s deputy commander, then 
Major General and now Lt. Gen. 
Omar Bradley, took command 
while Patton devoted himself to 
the final training of American 
soldiers who were to invade Sicily 
as the Seventh Army. 

On arriving in Africa, Patton 
had a wartime rank of Major 
General, He was advanced to 
Lieutenant General when he took 
command in Tunisia. His perma- 
nent rank was Brigadier General, 
higher than Eisenhower's perma- 
nent rank at the time. 


After the‘ 


Sicilian campaign, both Eisenhow- 

er and Patton were given the per- 

manent rank of Majors General. 
Swift Conquest of Sicily. 

Patton supervised the landing 
of the Seventh Army in Sicily 
from a headquarters ship, and 
then landed himself into that suc- 
cessful campaign with driving en- 
ergy. 

The Seventh Army swept over 
the western part of the island as 
Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgomery's 
British Eighth Army took. the 
eastern part. In a race between 
the two armies, the Americans 
drove along the north coastal road 
and were the first into Messina, 
final Sicilian city captured. 

During the battle, Patton had 
driven the soldiers under him as 
hard as he had driven himself, 
Many times during the Sicilian 
campaign, he sent exhausted and 
almost collapsing troops into bat- 
tle for the final blow which took

No Censorship Imposed, 

Eisenhower imposed no censor- 
ship on correspondents in the mat- 
ter. He said they were free to 
write the story if they chose, but 
made it clear that he believed its

This placed correspondents in 
a difficult, position.

Patton Emotional Under Strain. 


The incident reflected the char- 
acter of Patton—a general who 
drives both himself and his men 
to the very limit in battles, who 
is highly emotional at times and 
is given to outbursts when under 
strain. But he is regarded by many 
officers as the best field general 
in the American Army. 

It is generally believed here by 
military men that Sicily would 
never have been conquered in 38 
days had it not been for Patton’s 
driving force. His value as a gen- 
eral was one reason why his case 
was dealt with as it was. 

While many soldiers under Pat-;

affection for him, they all respect 
him as a great general and have 
confidence in him as a commander.

“The problem of reconverting 
wartime America to a _  peactime 
basis is one for which we are now 
laying plans to be submitted to the 
Congress for action. As I said last 
July: 

“"The returning soldier and 
sailor and marine are a part of 
the problem of demobilizing the 
rest of the millions of Americans 
who have been working and liv- 
ing in a war economy since 1941. 

. But the members of _ the 
armed forces have been com- 
pelled to make greater economic 
sacrifice and every other kind of 
sacrifice than the rest of us, and 
are entitled to definite action to 
help take care of their special 
problems.’ 

“At that time I outlined what 
seemed to me to be a minimum 
of action to which the members 
of our armed forces are entitled 
over and above that taken for 
other citizens. : 

Providing Jobs First Task. 

“What our service men and wom- 
en want, more than anything else, 

is the assurance of satisfactory em- 
ployment upon their return to civil 
life. The first task after the war 
is to provide employment for them 
and for our demobilized war work- 
ers 

“There were skeptica Who said) 
that our wartime production goals | 
would never be attained. There | 
will also be skeptics who will ques- | 
tion our ability to make the neces- 
sary plans to meet the problems 
of unemployment and want after 
the war. But, l am confident that 
if industry and labor and Govern-

“We must not lower our sights | 
to prewar levels.

“There are, however, certain 
measures which merit the immedi- 
ate attention of the Congress to 
round out the program already 
commenced for the special protec- 
tion of the members of the armed 
forces. 


Aid to Dependents. 

“The Congress has already en- 
acted a generous program of bene- 
fits for service men and for the 
widows and dependents of those 
killed in action. 

“For example: 

“1. Under the National Service 
Life Insurance Act, life insurance 
at low premium rates is now avail- 
able to members of the armed 
forces in amounts not less than 
$1000 and not more than $10,000 
per person. A total of nearly 990 
billiom dollars of insurance has al- 
ready been applied for. 

“2. In addition, provision has 
been made, under the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Relief Act, for the guafan- 
tee by the Government of the pay- 
ment of premiums on commercial 
policies held by members of the 
armed forces while in_ service. 
Premiums on insurance totaling 
$135,582,000 have been guaranteed, 
as a result of 56,276 applications 
by service men for such relief.

“Members of the armed services 
are not now adequately covered 
by existing unemployment insur- 
ance laws of the states. It is es- 
timated that approximately one- 
half of them will have no unem:; 
ployment insurance protection at 
all when they leave military serv- 
ice. Benefits payable to those who 
are covered by state law are un- 
equal, and will vary greatly among 
the states because of the wide dif- 
ferences in the provisions of the 
state laws. The protection in many 
cases will be inadequate. It is 
plainly a Federal responsibility to 
provide for the payment of ade- 
quate and equitable allowances to 
those service men and women who 
are unable to find employment 
after their demobilization. 

“For these reasons, I recom- 
mend to the Congress that a uni- 
form system of allowances for un- 
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must be willing to accept available 
and suitable employment, or to 
engage in a training course to pre- 
pare him for such employment. 
The protection under this system 
should be continued for an ade- 
quate length of time following the 
period for which mustering-out 
payment is made. 

“At present, persons serving in

Clothes Must Be Provided.

Clothing of all kinds 
must be provided for everyone, 
Above all, some way must be found 
to resume agricultural production. 
Shortages of labor, machines and 
seed all conspire to make this dif- 
ficult.

Where the 
earth has been blasted badly, the 
acreage may be as little as 30 
or 40 per cent, 

No general survey has so far 
been made public, but something 
of the problem may be gleaned 
from local figures.

The Symbol of De Gaulle 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial on the necessity for 
dealing with De Gaulle touches upon 
the vital question, raised by the Moscow 
conference, as to what constitutes deal- 
ing with democratic forces in liberated 
territory. 

The Moscow pronouncement in regard 
to Italy is clear: strip the Fascists of 
their power, and strengthen all genuine- 
ly anti-Fascist opposition in Italy. 

The Soviets gave De Gaulle real status 
long before the grudging Anglo-Ameri- 
can recognition of the Committee of 
Liberation. The Moscow agreement, 
therefore, which may be interpreted as a 
reluctant Anglo-American indorsement 
of the well-known Soviet position of en- 
couraging democratic forces in Italy, 
France, Yugoslavia, Spain and through- 
out subjugated Europe, should be recog- 
nized, by implication, as an additional 
argument for dealing with De Gaulle. 

The agreement says, in effect, that 
genuine anti-Fascism must be strength- 
ened in France. It specifies Italy. But 
if Italy, why not France? And if France, 
how can we escape De Gaulle? 

The French Underground has official- 
ly adhered to Gen. De Gaulle. And it is 
the authoritative character of this ad- 
herence which has increasingly unified 
the committee. 

Talk of a “plebiscite,” either during 
or after the war, has served on the 
whole as an anti-French smokescreen, 
which the dynamic and unflinching char- 
acter of the committee itself has already 
done much to dissolve. The French com- 
mittee, in fact, has, in its own growth, 
been a constantly evolving plebiscite, 
which has continued to clarify and rein- 
force its original premise. 

The real plebiscite, for practical pur- 
poses, has already been taken. Every 
new evidence of the committee’s unity of 
purpose and spirit is additional proof 
of what the real France wants and will 
continue to want, and of French democ- 
racy’s justified confidence in the men 
who refused to surrender, 

The committee’s real source of 
strength is France. But it is also ob- 
vious that De Gaulle’s exclusion was a 
concession on Moscow's part, to appease 
Anglo-American prejudice, certainly not 
the other way around. The committee, 
with its new and imposing unity, is grow- 
ing in stature and prestige, in spite of 
Anglo-American policy, and not because 
of it. 

The French confront us today with 
deep distrust, caused by our own Gov- 
ernment’s fatuous blindness and appar- 
ently abysmal ignorance of the French 
character and of those deep-seated forces 
which have made of French history a 
long and continuous evolution in self- 
government. 

De Gaulle rightly points out that no 
arrangements have yet been made for 
co-operation between the Committee of 
Liberation and the Allies for the military 
invasion of France. In our own Ameri- 
can interest, we must understand, this 
co-operation is vital, : 

Your point as to De Gaulle’s military 
value to ourselves is thus well-taken. 

But, underlying this fact, there re- 
mains the basic question: Why is this 
so? Until we are willing to cut through 
our nation-wide apathy to the extent of 
forcing our national administration to 
reverse its basic premise on this issue, 
we shall continue to prolong the war and 
to undermine the foundations of peace,

Berlin Blitz 


Last night’s 1000-bomber raid on Berlin, called 
the largest in history—bigger even than the raid 
in which 2300 long tons of bombs were laid upon 
now-destroyed Hamburg last August—leaves a 
flaming enigma beneath the clouds that hid the 
capital completely from the eyes of the Allied 
flyers but that could not protect it from their 
block-shattering bombs. 

The enigma is whether Berlin, which all but 
ceased to function as a city and appeared on the 
very verge of crack-up under the smashing Allied 
raids of August, can keep on coming back from 
such killing blows—blows which no city has ever 
before been called upon to sustain. 

The question mark grows still larger in view 
of the fact that our forces have adopted tech- 
niques—for finding their targets despite the thick- 
est overcast, and for concentrating heavy bomb- 
power within a short space of time—which re- 
duced our losses from 58 planes in the monumen- 
tal raid of Aug. 23 to 26 last night. 

Because of the heavy clouds, the reports are 
that not a single German fighter plane rose to 
challenge the air invaders. Idle now as many 
another German boast is the boast the Nazis 
made at the start of the war that only one plane 
might be left to the combatants at the war's end, 
but it would be a German plane. 

Berlin is the heart of the country’s military 
might. No Allied capital stands in anything like 
the same relationship to the war power of the 
nation. It is the largest railway center in Cen- 
tral Europe, with 14 main lines; second largest 
port on the inland waterways of the Continent, 
excelled in water freight tonnage only by Duis- 
burg. It is far and away the largest European 
manufacturing center, with war industries re- 
quiring the services of 2,000,000 of its popula- 
tion, which normally totals 4,260,000. 

One-third of the German locomotive production 
comes from three plants in the city; there are 
four aircraft factories—Focke-Wulf, Dornier, 
Henschel and Heinkel; Berlin leads all the Reich 
in the manufacture of electrical engineering prod- 
ucts and cables, bombsights, range-finders and 
other precision instruments. Berlin plants make 
machine tools, munitions, tanks, chemicals, air 
brakes and radio equipment. 

The effect of saturation raids on so complex and 
delicate a mechanism cannot but be tremendous, 
What all this is doing to the working efficiency 
of Berliners is beyond imagining. 

As the Air Battle for Berlin mounts in fury, 
the odds in the Allied favor mount steadily with it,

His letter to Senator Van Nuys in be- 
half of the monopoly Was gleefully flashed in the 
face of McKittrick when he appeared before a 
Senate committee to relate the sordid story of 
corruption by the fire insurance companies in 


Missouri and to urge rejection of a bill which, 


if passed, would turn them loose for a new orgy 
of monopolisitic extortion. 

The Insurance Superintendent's view on this 
matter is not the only complaint the Attorney- 
General brings against him. There is the matter 
of the long delay in refunding to policyholders 
the 10 millions of excess premiums which the 
courts have held rightfully belong to the people 
who paid the illegal premiums. Scheufler has told 
the Governor the delay is not his fault. And 
still some eight millions of the excess is with- 
held from its rightful owners. 

If Scheufler holds the view that the defiant 
fire insurance companies, scorning the efforts of 
Missouri to stop their extortion, should also be 
legislated out from under liability for violating 
Federal anti-trust laws, he approves a grant of 
special privilege in a free country. 

But this view and his great readiness to come 
to the aid of the very exploiters he should be 
trying to curb are obviously incompatible with 
the interests of the people of Missouri. No 
amount of official explaining can restore him to 
usefulness in his present capacity.

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Good News on Civil Liberties 


As director of the American Civil Liberties 
Union, it is the business of Roger Baldwin, for- 
mer St. Louisan, to keep a watchful eye on the 
status of our freedoms, and to leap into the 
fray whenever he detects signs of their violation. 
Mr. Baldwin tours the country frequently in 


following his business (which also means follow-, 


ing his convictions), but he hag been finding few 
frays to leap into lately. For the fact is that, 
despite the country’s involvement in war, which 
many predicted would mean an abridgement of 
civil liberties as in 1917-18, America has been 
remarkably free of spy hunts, sedition chases 
and suppression of free speech. 

In his recent visit to the city, Mr. Baldwin 
called attention to the vigor of our democ- 
racy under the impact of war. Persons of Ger- 
man and Italian descent are accepted as good 
citizens. The preachings of Jehovah's Witnesses 
and other pacifist groups are tolerated. German 
music and art are not banned, as they were in 
the last war. There has been no hue and cry 
after slackers. In short, common sense rather 
than hysteria is the rule of the day. 

Mr. Baldwin finds, however, that the problem 
has moved to another front, that of race. The 
major issues before the ACLU today concern 
treatment of Negroes, Mexicans, Japanese-Ameri- 
cans. Here, too, it seems that democracy is 
having its day in the serious efforts of public 
authorities and private citizens to bring about 
adjustments. Examples are seen in the move to 
repeal the Chinese Exclusion Act, the fair treat- 
ment of loyal Japanese-Americans after the 
disloyal among them are weeded out, the efforts 
to obtain employment opportunities, better hous- 
ing and other democratic rights for Negroes, 

This matter of race also has international 
implications, Mr. Baldwin points out. Our course 
at home toward the Negro has much to do with 
the attitude which the dark-skinned peoples over- 
seas have toward America. If they see us 
practicing at home what we preach for the world 
under the name of the Four Freedoms, these 
peoples’ faith in our leadership will be firm. 

After a long period when discrimination was 
the rule, the present trend toward fair play for 
the Negro is necessarily accompanied by tensions, 
The same collective intelligence which has over- 
come the hysteria of the last war period can, 
if it will, make the transition toward inter-racial 
democracy a smooth and orderly passage. 
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Landlords Are Better Off 


Of the many attacks upon OPA rent control, 
the most persuasive was the charge that it treat- 
ed landlords unfairly. Rentals were frozen at a 
low level, it was alleged, while other costs ad- 
vanced and so property owners lost money. 

A survey whose results were announced yester- 
day shows that these charges are so much bunk, 
Landlords’ .records in 39 war-production centers, 
including St. Louis, were examined by OPA. These 
figures showed that net rental income was 34 per 
cent greater this year than in 1939 for apartment 
houses, and 36 per cent greater for smaller struc- 
tures. Landlords have benefited by almost ca- 
pacity occupancy of their housing. Total ex- 
penses are the same as before the war, or lower, 
and landlords have saved money by the restric- 
tions on improvements and repairs, while deco- 
ration and unnecessary services have been vir- 
tually eliminated. 

The control measure has meant a saving of 
more than a billion dollars on the nation’s rent 
bill this year, it is estimated. Since this wide- 
spread survey, largest ever undertaken for resi- 
dential real estate, shows that rental-property 
owners are better off than before the war, there 
is good reason to call rent control a succesg in 
the fight against inflation. . Here is one front 
where the line has been held, with benefit to 
renters and more revenue for property-owners.

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A Closer Bond to Russia 


The purpose of the Soviet-American friendship 
meetings being held in all parts of the country is 
twofold: (1) to proclaim the respect and admira- 
tion which the great majority of Americans feel 
for the superlative fighting achievements of our 
ally; (2) to convince the minority of Americans 
that their suspicion and hostility toward Russia 
are unfounded, and are a handicap to the achieve- 
ment of that international co-operation and 
friendship between peoples which is the only 
basis for a postwar organization with any hope 
of preserving peace. 

St. Louis, by proclamation of its Mayor, is par- 
ticipating in this nation-wide observance, of 
which one feature was the rally at Sheldon Memo- 
rial Sunday night addressed by Dr. Ralph Bar- 
ton Perry of Harvard. The speaker kept in mind 
both purposes of the celebrations, with emphasis 
on the necessity for removing fear of Russia from 
any minds where it may linger. Both countries 
have ample resources, vigorous populations and 
wide territories, with no reason on either side 
for aggression, he pointed out. Both peoples 
desire peace and security. If they stand together 
for the good of mankind, Dr. Perry asked, “what 
earthly power can prevail against us?” 

The observance here is not at an end. This 
week end, the Symphony concerts will be dedi- 
cated to Soviet-American friendship with a pro- 
gram of music from the two countries. Conductor 
Golschmann asks that, after the playing of “The 
Star-Spangled Banner,” the audience remain 
standing while “The International,” anthem of 
the U. S. S. R., is played. Such a request a few 
years ago would have been unthinkable. Today, 
as the reasons for American friendship with Rus- 
sia are made clear to all, its fulfillment will 
come ag a sincere tribute to a great ally in fight- 
ing and in peace-making. 
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An OPA official admits he doesn’t understand 
a regulation he has been enforcing for eight 
months, If he had waited to understand it first, 
the result might have been utter confusion of an 
entirely different kind.

How can the leaders of American indus- 
try be so smart in their relationships with 
their customers and yet be so dumb in their 
relations with people in Government? How 
can we in American industry be the best 
salesmen in the world and yet not know 
how to merchandise successfully the great- 
est product known to mankind—the Ameri- 
can way of life? Wouldn’t you think we 
could sell a product that has been the envy 
of all of our competitors for 167 years? 


The next several years will be the most 
crucial years in the history of America. The 
die will be cast that will determine the type 
of national economy that will exist in this 
country during the next generation. 


The American way of life, the free enter- 
prise system, is the greatest incentive to 
hard work, thrift and efficiency. We know 
that Government-controlled or Government- 
operated business is less efficient than a 
business run for a profit. We saw that il- 
lustrated vividly when the Government tried 
to run the railroads in World War I; when 
the Government in recent years took over 
the air mail contracts, and in every WPA 
project, 


Accomplishment of Free Enterprise 


We still have the greatest country in the 
world for the greatest majority of people. 
And we know that this was accomplished 
under the free enterprise system. 


No one can tel] us that the reason that 
the United States, with only:6 per cent of 
the population of the world, can and does 
produce 47 per cent of all the goods man- 
ufactured in the world is because of our 


natural resources. For, if natural resources 


made a great-industrial nation, then Russia, 
or possibly Brazil, would be the greatest in- 
dustrial nation in the world. 


The only peoples we are fighting in this 
war are those who are opposed to the Amer- 
ican way of life. Why spend all the money, 
why spend all the lives, if we are going to 
win the war and lose the peace? 


If the free enterprise system is to survive, 
men in industry must realize that Govern- 
ment is going to play a more and more im- 
portant part in our national economy. And 
this doesn’t particularly disturb me because 
it is a trend that has gone on year after 
year for generations, The only disturbing 
thing to me is that many of the people in 


industry don’t realize that this is a perfectly . 


natural trend and that it is going to con- 
tinue. 


Business Must Aid Government 


If the free enterprise system is to sur- 
vive, men in industry must understand gov- 
ernment and take an active interest in it. 
It has been perfectly astounding to me to 
see how little realization many of the im- 
portant leaders in industry have of the prob- 
lems of government. 


In industry, we try to be apace of the 
times, We try to bring out a new product 
just a little better than our competitors’, 
and that’s what we’ve go to do in govern- 
ment, When the trend was developing which 
made it apparent that there would be some 
kind of Securities and Exchange Act, peo- 
ple in Wall Street and financial men 
throughout the country, instead of fighting 
the act, should have helped write it. Then, 
maybe, we would have an act with many of 
the good features in the present act, but 


an act that didn’t stifle legitimate financing. 
When it became evident that there would 
be some kind of National Labor Relations 
Act, we in industry should not have said 
that we were against the whole idea. What 
we should have done was help write the act, 
and then possibly we would have had one 
that would be workable and constructive. 


Until we in industry are willing to approach 
national legislation with an open mind and 
a progressive viewpoint, we have no right 
to criticise. We can’t be against all changes 
in government any more than we can be 
against all changes in business, 


Criticism Is Not Enough 


I have watched with a great deal of in- 
terest the attitude of many.of the people in 
industry toward anyone in a Government 
position, If we are not successful in selling 
our idea, so many of us immediately start 
criticising the individual and telling him to 
his face that he must be one of those “long- 
haired professors who never had any prac- 
tical business experience.” When we're not 
successful in selling a purchasing agent, that 
isn’t the way we act. We go back and try 
to figure out how to sell him, how to bring 
him around to our way of thinking, and 
we've got to learn to approach people in 
government in the same manner, 


We have got to give our representatives 
in Congress the benefit of our constructive 
thinking, not in a sarcastic, critical man- 
ner, but in the same manner as we would 
talk to our best customer. All of us are go- 
ing to have less and less sympathy for 
those who sit in their offices, sit in country 
club bars and criticise those who want to 
let the other fellow do the job, for we have 
too much at stake to tolerate that attitude 
on the part of anyone in a responsible posi- 
tion in industry today. 


Conditioning for a New Age 


If the free enterprise system is to survive, 
men in industry must réalize that we are 
in a People’s Age and property rights will 
be respected only if human rights are re- 
spected, For 10 years now, we have been in 
the People’s Age, but so many of us have 
not realized it, When we entered the Ma- 


chine Age, the Merchandising Age, the Fi-_ 


nance Age, we knew that we could not sur- 
vive in business unless we met the competi- 
tion brought on by the new era: Today, it’s 
the People’s Age, and I am just as confi- 
dent that a business cannot survive that 
doesn’t meet competition in this era, 


There is no doubt in my mind that part 
of our labor trouble has been due to dumb- 
ness and short-sightedness of management. 
Too many companies have men of mediocre 
ability in charge of personnel. Today 
such men have got to know what our em- 
ployes think of us just the same as we know 
what our customers think of our product. 


We need a n@w type of thinking at the 
head of American industry today. I ask for 
your serious thinking, and above all, your 
vigorous will to the.end that free America 
shall be forever free!

Writer Fails to Be Specific 
In Book on Liberal Education 


“Tiberal Education,” by Mark Van Doren. 
Holt & Co., New York.) 


Evidently very few people even in liberal 
arts faculties are sure what a liberal edu- 
cation is or should be, for the Association 
of American Colleges asked Mark Van 
Doren to write a book to clarify the issue. 
With the support of the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion and the blessing of Columbia Univer- 
sity, where he is a faculty member, Mr. 
Van Doren set himself to the task. 

The résult is a very pleasant collection 
of quotations from Pascal, Emerson, Renan, 
Thoreau and other quotable gentlemen, to- 
gether with a large number of very quot- 
able remarks by the author himself, but 
this reviewer, himself an instructor in « 
liberal arts college, closed the book with 
the feeling that the author had illuminated 
the extent of the obscurity surrounding this 
controversial subject, but had dispelled iittle 
of the darkness. 

According to the dictionary, the term 
“liberal arts” meant to the Roman the arts 
which freemen (liberi) alone were permit- 
ted to study. Therefore, in a modern de 
mocracy, where all men are freemen, a 
liberal education is ideally that which all 
men should have to make them good citi- 
zens. 


(Henry 


Thus Van Doren argues. He goes fur- 
ther, and quotes the Greek philosophers to 
prove that the liberal arts are those which 
train a man to think and to act well or to 
exercise those faculties of reason and moral 
judgment which distinguish him from other 
animals and which should be the common 
property of all men whatever their indi- 
vidual professions. These ideas are ex- 
pressed in ecstatic passages to which only 
long quotations could do justice. 

However, no proof is offered that these 
conclusions can be reached by these means, 
and the means themselves are vague, Mr. 
Van Doren confesses that he could teach 
Shakespeare better if he understood New- 
ton. He praises the “great books” curricu- 
lum of St. John’s College. He is in favor 
of emphasizing the moral elements of lit- 
erature, but from the modern poet we get 
“too little knowledge,” and the scientist 
“understands everything except himeelf.” 
“Religion,” which, he tells us, should not 
be left out of the liberal arts training, “is 
the art which teaches us what to do with 
our ignorance.” 

Perhaps the liberal education of this re 
viewer is at fault, but he wishes that Mr. 
Van Doren had given “more matter, with 
less art,” and fewer generalizations with 


more examples.

HERE is a widespread assumption among politicians that the 
Democrats are strong in foreign affairs and the Republicans in 
This is, of course, true in the sense that dis- 
satisfaction with the administration on the home front causes the 


domestic affairs. 


voters to turn from the ins to the 


leaders who look forward to carrying the country in 1944 will not, 
and I think are not, getting more comfort out of this notion than 


there is in it. 


For it is only too evident that 
a5 an organized party in Congress 
the Republicans have nothing that 
could be described, even chari- 
tably, as a coherent, considered 
and intelligible policy on domestic 
issues. What is the Republican 
position as set forth in Congress 
on the control of inflation: on 
how to control prices, how to con- 
trol wages, on what to do about 
excess purchasing power? What 
is the Republican position on de- 
mobilization: on how to carry out 
reconversion, how to dispose of 
war facilities and surpluses, how 
to bridge the gap for the demob- 
ilized soldiers and the discharged 
war workers between war employ- 
ment and civilian? What is the 
Republican position on the post- 
war economic transition in respect 
to our huge merchant marine, to 
our vast aviation industry, to our 
enormously increased industrial 
plant, to the reconstruction of cur- 
rency for international trade, to 
the relation between exports and 
tariffs, our creditor position and 
our commercial and financial pol- 
icies? 

There are very able Republicans 
in both houses of Congress who 
have worked out for themselves a 
constructive position on some of 
these matters. But if there is such 
a thing as a party doctrine on 
them I wish some one would say 
where it can be found. 

What can be found in abund- 
ance, almost daily and on all these 
matters, is denunciation by Re- 
publicans of what the Administra- 
tion is doing about these matters. 
Many or most of the complaints 
may be justified and certainly 
there is no denying that the Ad- 
ministration is vulnerable in the 
extreme. But the fact is that if 
the voters turned te the Republic- 
ans in Congress and said: “We 
agree with you, and now you take 
charge and do better,” the Re- 
publican party in Congress would 
have to hold about a dozen Mack- 
inac conferences béfore it began 
to know what it does think ought 
to be done. For the Republican 
legislators as a body have thus far 
learned only how to object and 
complain,

HIS is due, no doubt, to the 

fact that they have ‘been so 
long out of power that they have 
almost forgotten the responsibil- 
ities and the burdens of power. It 
is no accident, then, that the re- 
newal of Republican leadership is 
taking place, not among the Con- 
gressional Republicans, but in the 
states and cities where Republic- 
ans are once again facing execu- 
tive responsibility.

sober any Republican who contem- 
plates the future is that a cam- 
paign of obstruction in Congress 
may or may not help to elect a 
Republican President, but it will 
surely present him with a horrible 
muddle.

Because, quite 
rightly, they dislike the Treasury 
tax proposals, they take the easy 
way and refuse to vote new taxes 
that really discourage popular 
spending.

Planting a Time Bomb. 

OR while the Democrats, with 

or without Roosevelt as their 
candidate, may lose votes by this 
general agitation and assault, it 
would be the victorious Republi- 
can candidate and his party who 
would suffer the rea] consequences 
of a breakdown of the wartime 
controls, If we are going to suffer 
a serious inflation, the chances are 
now greatly against this happen- 
ing during Roosevelt’s third term. 
Even if the German war is over 
and the Japanese approaching its 
climax, the real underlying war- 
time controls at the wholesale level 
will almost certainly continue to 
be effective during his term of 
office. 


The dangerous period will come 
after hostilities end, and indeed 
after the initial phase of the arm- 
istice and demobilization. This 
period cannot begin much sooner 
than 1945. Therefore, it will be 
in the next administration, not in 
this one, that the dire effects of an 
uncontrolled war economy will 
make themselves felt. It will be 
not this President, but the next 
President who will have to deal 
with the real consequences of any 
breakdown in the controls now.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23 (AP).— 
The death of Lorenz (Larry) Hart 
has parted one of the most success- 
ful collaborations of the Ameri- 
can stage, the song-writing team 
of Rodgers and Hart, which had 
turned out such hit tunes as “My 
Heart Stood Still,” “The Blue 
Room,” “The Girl Friend” and 
“With a Song in My Heart.” 

Hart, wno wrote the lyrics while 
Richard Rodgers composed the mu- 
sic, died last night of pneumonia.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23 (AP).— 
The Senate mourned today the 
death of Senator W. Warren Bar- 
bour, New Jersey Republican, op- 
ponent of Mayor Frank Hague of 
Jersey City, millionaire thread 
manufacturer and former ama- 
teur heavyweight boxing cham- 
pion. 

Barbour, who wag 55 years old, 
succumbed to heart disease last 
night after a brief illness in his 
Washington home. His death fol- 


lowed within 24 hours*the fatal 
injury of Representative J. Wil- 
liam Ditter (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
in an airplane crash and the 
death from heart disease of Rep- 
resentative Henry 8B. Steagall 
(Dem.), Alabama. 


Barbour was appointed to the 
Senate in January, 1932, to suc- 
ceed the late Dwight W. Morrow. 
Defeated for re-election in 1936, 
he was returned two years later 
for the unexpired term of Sena- 
tor A. Harry Moore, who resigned 
to become Governor of New Jer- 
sey, It was in this election that 
Barbour defeated the candidate 
sponsored by Hague. He subse- 
quently was elected in 1940 for a 
six-year term, 

The death of the New Jersey 
Senator leaves the Senate with 57 
Democrats, 37 Republicans and 
one Progressive. Gov. Charles A. 
Edison of New Jersey, a Demo- 
crat, will appoint a temporary suc- 
cessor to serve until next Novem- 
ber’s election. 

Barbour, whose political career 
began in 1922 with his election to 
the Borough Council of Rumson, 
N. J., was delegate-at-large to the 
egg ag national convention in 
1928. 

At the age of 22 he had fought 
2s an amateur boxer and was 
billed ag the “Millionaire Kid.” 
He gave up the ring at the behest 
of his mother but remained an 
ardent sportsman, spending much 
of his leisure time in golfing, boat- 
ing and riding. His large frame 
won him the reputation of being 
the Senate’s “biggest man.” 

He was a member of the Sen- 
ate’s Naval Affairs, Commerce 
Manufacturers, Public Buildings 
and Rules committees.

2 Yugoslavs Check Nazis 


in Bosnia, Montenegro 
—Force Them. Back 
With Heavy Losses. 


LONDON, Nov. 23 (AP).—Yugo- 
slav Partisans are fighting a suc- 
cessful defensive action against 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel’s in- 
tensified drive in Bosnia and Mon- 
tenegro while scoring local victo- 
ries in Serbia, a Yugoslay Libera- 
tion Army communique said today. 

The communique said that more 
than 600 of the enemy were killed 
and wounded in one. Bosnian bat- 
tle and that “many attacks by the 
Germans and Albanian quisling 
formations were repelled.” It as- 
serted that one mixed column of 
Germans and “Mihailovic’ Chet- 
niks” was dispersed and annihi- 
lated. 

Rommel, launching his offensive 
from Prijepolje and Brodorevo in 
northern Montenegro, apparently 
was attempting to break through 
to German-held territory on the 
Dalmatian coast and in north- 
western Croatia and Slovenia. 

The Germans suffered one of 
their most stinging reverses when, 
after 19 days of sharp fighting in 
northern Bosnia, they were com- 
pelled to fall back on the town of 
Brocko, 85 miles west of Bel- 
grade. All their efforts to break 
through towards Bjelina and Gra- 
canica failed, the Yugoslavs said, 
and they suffered severe losses in 
killed and wounded. 

Partisans were mopping up scat- 
tered remnants of German units in 
the Majevica mountains in east- 
ern Bosnia and the bulletin said

stock was tackled by a sweeping 
Soviet decree of Aug. 22, which 
provides for the return to liber- 
ated areas of more than 600,000 
cattle from regions in the rear to 
which they had been evacuated. 
But this is a transfer, not an in- 
crease, in the live stock population. 
The only way real restoration of 
live stock can be achieved is by 
assiduous attention to proper 
feeding, care and breeding for a 
period of several years. This will 
mean continued minimum meat 
supplies for the tables of the peo 
ple of the Soviet Union. Six hun- 
dred thousand animals spread over 
area can 


an immense liberated 
now provide hardly more than 4 
nucleus breeding stock. The Kursk 
region, for example, is scheduled 
to receive about 1200 horses, 2500 
cattle and 5500 sheep. These fig- 
ures may seem impressive until 
one reads in a report printed in 
Izvestia that the Kursk district 
lost during the Nazi occupation 
193,000 horses, 250,000 cattle and al- 
most 500,000 sheep. 

The gevernment program for 
restoration though ambitious, is 
drawn within the bounds of rea- 
son, yet even the richest areas can- 
not always meet it. The Pavlov 
region in the North Caucasus, 
which is so rich that the Germans 
sent a special official to administer 
it, in the first season of its libera- 
tion could meet the government re- 
quirements by only 94 per cent for 
cattle. For sheep and goats, they 
achieved only 81 per cent of the 
quota, according to the Izvestia 
account, 

With the approach of winter, 
the urgency of the housing pro- 
gram is doubly apparent. Some Jo- 
cal leaders have been so deter- 
mined to restore the productive 
capacity of their districts that the 
Sovnarkom (Council of People’s 
Commissars) has been forced to 
remind them of their obligation to 
the people. Under the general pro- 
gram outlined by the government 
decree, housing must have first 
priority. For example, P, F. Tiuly- 
aev, chairman of the Krasnodar 
area executive committee, recently 
stated: 

“We have given little attention 
to dwellings. Many families still 
do not have them. But this is now 
being remedied by government and 
party decrees.” 


Housing Credits Arranged. 

As one stimulus to the housing 
program, the government has ar- 
ranged credits up to 1000 rubles 
for individuals who rebuild their 
own homes. These credits may be 
repaid over a period of seven 
years. With farm prices as they 
now are, this should be a simple 
problem from the money stand- 
point. The real difficulty will be in 
obtaining materials. 

Villagers, however, have re- 
sponded with that ability to impro- 
vise that is one of the astounding 
aspects of the Russian character. 
In the Don Valley community of 
Nizhny - Karabut, for example, 
there were only 12 houses left of 
348 when the Germans were driven 
out last winter. Almost entirely 
from their own resources, under 
the leadership of the chairman of 
the village Soviet, they have man- 
aged to restore 178 of these homes 
and provide shelter for all the 
families which remain. Construc- 
tion brigades, almost all amateurs 
and largely women, were organ- 
ized to do carpentry, masonry and 
metal work. 

Logs for buildings were obtained 
by dismantling German dugouts. 
Walls and roofs were woven from 
reeds covered with clay. When it 
was found that they needed slack 
lime, they established their own 
local industry for this material 
which abounds through the region 
in the raw state. Every nail that 
could be picked out of ruins was 
salvaged. 


Make Own Nails. 


When these were insufficient, 
they learned to manufacture their 
own nails from stores of captured 
wire. They even gave them a 
Russian name which means 
“noodles.” Carts for transport they 
built themselves ‘and harnessed 
milch cattle to them. 

But the Government fs not rely- 
ing on local resources entirely, 

rticularliy for leadership, N. 

harachenko, personnel chief for 
the Commissariat of Agriculture, 
announced recently that 1250 agri- 
cultural experts had been sent dur- 
ing the summer months to lib- 
erated areas. A widespread train- 
ing program has produced 55,000 
new tractor drivers, he said, in the 
past year. There is an effort in 
conjunction with the Sevnarkom 
Committee on Higher Schools to 
reopen agricultural institutes 
wherever possible.

clothing and numerous other neces- 
sities are strictly rationed. Rice 
and fish, the two main staples of 
the Japanese diet, would be avail- 
able in ample quantities if trans- 
port could be spared, 

But Burma, with its big rice sur- 
plus, is too far away, and large 
numbers of fishing boats have been 
requisitioned for war purposes. 
Suzuki-San eats fish only three or 
four times a week. He is limited 
to 7 cents worth of meat and a 
couple of eggs each month. He 
gets only half a pound of sugar a 
month and no bread. Milk is re- 
served for children and invalids. 
To provide him with rice, it has 
been necessary to strip countries 
close to Japan. China has been the 
chief sufferer. Queues of waiting 
people are now a common feature 
of the Japanese scene. The black 
market is active. There is under- 
nourishment in some parts of Ja- 
pan, but no starvation. 


Is Scarce. 

Labor is scarce in Japan, both 
in the factories and the fields, To 
augment the supply of workmen, 
large numbers of smal) stores and 
cottage industries have been closed 
down and amalgamated into fewer 
units. Labor-training schools are 
turning out increasing numbers of 
workmen for munitions factories. 

The captured prizes of the South 
Pacific—rubber and oil—are for 
military use only. Shipping limi- 
tations prevent their import in any 
quantity for public consumption. 


The Japanese press made a lot of 
fuss over a distributfon of rubber 
balls to Japanese chiidren. That 
is the sole dividend the Japanese 
public has drawn so far from its 
newly-won rubber empire.

Prep Games

The question uppermost in every high school football fan’s mind 
today is “Who's going to win the Thanksgiving day games?” Any 
direct answer to that would border on the clairvoyant, but, using the 
comparative records as a guide, some approximation of the probable 


winners can be réached. 

Based on what the teams have 
done in the past, this is what “Old 
Man Form” reveals: East St. Louis 


over Belleville, University City over 
Beaumont, Webster Groves over 
Kirkwood, Normandy over Wells- 
ton, Southwest over Maplewood 
and Alton over Western Military 
Academy. 

Now to analyze the reasoning 
behind the selections: East St. 
Louis is picked to defeat Belleville 
because (1) the Flyers will be play- 
ing on their home field; (2) they 
have scored more than three touch- 
downs in each of their 10 victories, 
and (3) they have a greater edge 
than Belleville over their common 
opponents. Regarding the last, 
there are two games which serve 
excellently as the yardstick by 
‘which the contestants for the 
Southwestern Illinois Conference 
championship can be measured. 
Belleville barely nosed out Alton, 
7 to 6, a team which East St. Louis 
walloped, 26 to 7. The Maroons 
eked out a 14-to-0 decision over 
Granite City, while East St. Louis 
won from the Warriors, 19 to 0. 

In the other four league games 
East St. Louis has a decided edge, 
but this much can be said in Belle- 
ville’s favor—only three of nine 
opponents have scored a_ touch- 
down on the Maroons, so tight has 
their defense been. 

Both Elevens Crippled. 

Leaving the East Side and mov- 
ing over to the St. Louis district, 
we run smack dab into the Uni- 
versity City-Beaumont struggle. 
Here, figures favor the Indians 
slightly because they defeated Ma- 
plewood, 32 to 12, whereas Beau- 
mont suffered its only loss at the 
hands of the Blue Devils, 7 to 6. 
That game alone gives the Indians 
a 21-point margin over the city 
champions. Then you look at the 
record against McKinley, a com- 
mon enemy, and you find that the 
Indians won, 48 to 7, and Beau- 
mont 48 to 6, one point in Beau- 
mon’t favor. Judging only by the 
McKinley game, Thursday’s con- 
test will result in a near tie. 

Whether the game will be affect- 
ed by the absence of injured stars 
is a matter of speculation. The 
Indians will miss their regular 
ends, Ed Mickelson and John 
Hawken, and probably their full- 
back, Ted Sauer. Beaumont prob- 
ably will have to start without 
three regulars—Aldo Martignago 
at left tackle, Charles Danna at 
left guard and Mike Kickham at 
fullback. That makes the score 
even in Injuries. 

After having dispensed with that 
pair of puzzlers, the other games 
on the day’s card are compara- 
tively easy. Webster Groves, seck- 
ing its seventh victory in eight 
starts, jumped ‘way ahead of Kirk- 
wood by smothering Maplewood 25 
to 0, a team which defeated Kirk- 
wood 19 to 13. Webster Groves 
also won, 21 to 6, from Normandy, 
a team which played Kirkwood to 
a 7-7 tie. ~ 

Another Close Game. 

Normandy is favored over its 
“Little Brown Jug” opponent, Well- 
ston, because the Vikings already. 
own one decision over Wellston, 
winning the season's opener 6 to 0. 
In Wellston’s favor, though, it must 
be noted that it trimmed Kirk- 
wood 7 to 0, whereas the best 
Normandy could do was tie, 7-7.

In the year that 
has passed, aside from occasional localized counter-offen- 
sives, the Nazis have been on the defensive with one excep- 
tion—the ill-fated thrust at the Kursk salient on July 5 that 
lasted but a:week and was immediately succeeded by the 
Soviet offensive that still flows on. The Russians have 
retaken more than two-thirds of the territory occupied by 
the Germans. 

But the Red Army has been locked in struggle with the 
greatest offensive force in history for 29 months. 

It has taken terrific punishment. It has lost men 
by the hundred thousands. What is its strength today?

There are definite clews to this in Stalin's report to the 


Soviet Union on the Bolshevik anniversary earlier this 
month, and the record shows he has been consistently frank 
in reporting the dangers and possibilities of the struggle. 
"The Red Army's cadres,” said Stalin, “have grown and 
become steeled in the successful offensive engagements of 
the past year. The-number of its fighting cadres is growing 
and will continue to grow.” 

In this same speech Stalin made a significant statement 
concerning the Wehrmacht. He spoke of its deterioration 
and pointed out “it now is diluted with newly baked, young 
and inexperienced officers.” This is particularly important

because in the beginning of the conflict Stalin contended a 
prime reason for the Wehrmacht’'s success was the high 
excellence of its officer corps. 
Objectives En Route 

As the Red Army advances along the Black Sea it will 
find Rumania on its left flank. If it chooses to swing to the 
south its objectives may be Rumania’s capital, Bucharest, 
and the nearby Ploesti oil fields, chief source of the Wehr- 
macht’s petroleum supply. Further advantages of such a 
move would be the political effect of splitting from the Reich 
one of its chief satellites. The Rumanian people are 
reputedly sick of war and scared in the bargain.

“I HAVE ALWAYS had a good time, Dr. Crane, and could 
do anything the other girls did, at least until I started going out 
last fall,” Sue wrote, 

“Most of the time I could come in on time and I seldom had 
a date without my parent's permission. Then around Chrigsmas 
time my little sister (Sally, aged 14) started dating, and Mother, 
and Daddy were furious every time she stayed out late—even 
madder than when I disobeyed them. They would then try to 
keep me on as strict a set-up as they did her, despite the fact 
that I am more than a year older! Then Daddy made this 
foolish whipping rule. If either one of us didn’t abide by it 
literally, it was awful. This is his rule: You can't go out except 
on Friday and Saturday nights. Even then you can’t stay out 
past midnight. For every five minutés past midnight that you 
aré late, you get paddled once. If you go out without permis- 
sion, however, you get paddled 10 times, plus two extra times 
for each five minutes you are out beyond midnight. Well, when 
Daddy first made his rule, I thought he was just trying to scare 
my little sister.

I sneaked in and went to bed, but as soon as 
I did, he came into my room with the paddle. I begged him 
to give me another chance but he just said, ‘Out on Tuesday 
without permission means 10 strokes, and 60 minutes late, makes 
24 more!’

moving subsidies is going to mean 
in her daily shopping. 

For a great many people the 
cost of living is measured by the 
cost of food. When people are 
making a general study, they take 
all kinds of items into considera- 
tion. If food goes up, people with 
small incomes are going to be 
very conscious of the increase in 
their cost of living. Here goes 
for some figures on items many 
of us buy daily. 

If the subsidy program is de- 
stroyed in January, 

Pork chops will go up 4% cents, 
from 38 cents to 42 cents per pound, 

Chuck roast will go up 3% cents, 
from 29 cents to 32% cents per 
pound. : 

Hamburger will go up 4 cents, 
from 28% cents to 32% cents per 
pound, 

Salt pork will go up 8 cents from 
23 cents to 26 cents per pound. 

Butter will go up 10 cents per 
pound. 

Cheese will go up 8 cents per 
pound, 

Milk will go up 1 cent per quart. 

Bread will go up 1 cent per loaf. 

Family flour will go up 7% cents 


for every 10-pound sack. 

Many canned vegetables will go 
up*too. No. 2 cans of corn, peas 
and green beans will go up from 
14 cents and 15 cents, which they 
now cost, to 16% cents. 

This is only the beginning. If 
we could stop it here, it would be 
simple, but taken all together, this 
will boost your food cost 7 per 
cent, and the whole cost of living 
about 3 per cent; so wages will 
have to go up. That will increase 
the cost of production, and 
round will go on and on and the 
inflation spiral will be well on its 
way. 

I lived through the last war and 
the cost of living doubled, It hap- 
pened once and it can happen 
again. Look at China today, and 
remember Germany after the last 
war. Once inflation starts, money 
depreciates in value until it buys 
less and less. 


If prices are doubled, then pork 
chops will cost 76 cents a pound, 
instead of 38 cents, 

Milk will cost 30 cents a quart, 

Butter will cost $1 a pound. 

Bread will cost 18 cents a loaf. 

The rest of the additions you 
can do for yourself. 

Don’t you think it is worth while 
telling your representatives in 
Congress how you feel about-this? 
I understand they think the house- 
holders are not interested. /

War Against 
Tuberculosis 
Is Being Won 


oa 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


ERTAIN wars go on quietly 
C year after year and no one 

sees any prospect of a time 
when post-war planning will be 
possible. These are the wars of 
disease. Some of them are ended 
quite dramatically. Such was the 
case with typhoid fever. 

When a combination of public 
supervision of the water supply 
and universal private vaccination 
came along this world-old scourge 
which had been killing its thou- 
sands every year since the time 
of the beginning of written history 
suddenly disappeared for all prac- 
tical purposes, To have a case of 
typhoid fever in a person today 
is an indictment of the community 
where it is found that puts it 
down as hopelessly uncivilized. 

Much more quietly and gradu- 
ally, but still quite thoroughly, 
we are winning the war against 
tuberculosis. Only as long ago as 
when I was a medical student it 
was called in the text book I used 
the “Captain of the Men of 
Death.” Now its incidence is 
greatly reduced. Among the stu- 
dents at the University of Min- 
nesota it was found that 31 per 
cent reacted positively to tubercul- 
in in 1928, while in 1941-42 17 per 
cent reacted positively. Here is 
a change that has occurred in only 
14 years,

WHAT HAS BROUGHT this vic- 
tory about? Nothing sudden, def- 
inite and dramatic like typhoid 
fever vaccination, but slow, hard 
unremitting toil by a number of 
workers all over the world using 
a number of methods. 

To accomplish our objective— 
to remove tuberculosis from the 
world—that hard, slow, tedious 
work must go on. That is why the 
sale of Christmas seals and sup- 
port of the National Tuberculosis 
Association must be kept up. 

What are the elements in this 
hard individual toil that have 
brought us so far on the road to 
victory? First, unquestionably, is 
better and earlier diagnosis. We 
can spot an active case earlier 
with more certainty than we used 
to and so begin treatment earlier. 
And the earlier treatment is be- 
gun the more likely are we to 
have a good result. We used to be 
unwilling to make a _ diagnosis 
until the germs could be demon- 
strated in the sputum. Now.we 
believe that if the germs can be 
found it is a late and possibly 
hopeless case. 

x *« * 


MORE IMPORTANT than treat- 
ment of the infected individual, 
however, is that we remove him 
from contact with the rest of the 
family. For we know now beyond 
any doubt that tuberculosis is a 
contagious disease and is trans- 
mitted from one human being to 
another. The only other method of 
infection is by milk from an in- 
fected cow and we have largely 
liquidated all our tuberculosis in- 
fected cattle, 

Another element {n our control 
is that we have more sanitarium 
beds in which to place patients, 
thus accomplishing the removal 
from the family. We need more 
sanitaria but that is part of the 
future battle. 

Lastly, instead of waiting for 
cases to come to the doctor, we 
employ case finding and the doc- 
tor takes the initative in labelling 
a case. This is the reason for the 
preliminary examination in fac- 
tories, schools, the army, etc.

Two St.Louis Women Among Missourians Serving at New Guinea Hospital

SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUINEA, 

IVE MISSOURI GIRLS are 
F serving with the U. 8. Army 

Nursing Corps at base hospitals 
in the combat zone, These cour- 
ageous young women are heroines 
in the true sense of the word; for, 
being women, they have given up 
a far more important share of 
their lives than the fighting men 
whose lives often depend upon 
them. 

All are of marriageable age; 
they are giving without complaint 
those years of their lives when 
nature and society offer them the 
chance of finding a husband and 
making a home. And all realize 
that for this reason their readjust- 
ment to civilian life may be more 
difficult than with most men over- 
seas, 

They have sacrificed—for years, 
perhaps—those things that are of 
little consequence to men; social 
intercourse and the clothes that 
express a woman’s individuality; 
when on leave in Australia’s war- 
time cities, they are less free than 
the man in uniform to indulge in 
those pleasures that help to scale 
the walls of loneliness and bore- 
dom that separate each person 
from his fellows, here on an un- 
friendly tropical island.. But.each 
of these soldier-girls, cut off by 
their sex from the free-ang-easy 
surface display of fellowship, has, 
without the feminine aids to 
glamor—attractive clothes, coif- 
fures and cosmetics, and the set- 
ting that enhances a woman's 
charm—gained the  whole-hearted 
respect of the men with whom she 
comes in contact. 

Lieutenant Margaret B. Spencer, 
of 2453 Bremerton road, St. Louis 
County, is thoroughly typical of 
America's war girls overseas. She 
trained at St. Anne’s Hospital in 
Chicago, and joined the Nursing 
Corps two years ago.

S Field before sailing for Aus- 
tralia, where she was stationed 
for several months, . 

Then came the bitterly-fought 
Buna campaign, and Lieutenant 
Spencer moved up to the New 
Guinea combat zone with her unit. 

She told the Post-Dispatch war 
correspondent: “It was raining 
when we arrived here; we had no 
showers and no electricity; we 
were billeted in tents and our hos- 
pital buildings were rude and still 
in process of construction. It was 
a depressing sight for a girl: rain, 
rain and more fain, with a sea of 
mud underfoot and no way to dry 
out your clothes. 

“They were evacuating the sick 
and wounded from the other side 
of the mountains, and we had our 
hands full, taking care of them, 
day and night. But nobody com- 
plained; that was what we’d come 
over here for, and doctors, nurses 
and all the rest of the hospital 
personnel were marvelous. 

“Things ,are different now, of 
course; we live in reasonable com- 
fort and our hospitals are set up 
to handle almost any sort of case, 
But it’s still New Guinea, and I 
don’t have to tell you anything 
about that. ' 

“This climate {s terribly hard on 
a girl’s complexion; after a while 
you give up trying to use 'cos- 
metics, except a little face powder 
to keep you from feeling too 
sticky, and now and then a dab of 
lipstick. This part of the world is 
definitely hard on the glamor de- 
partment. 

“We girls have almost no social

life; at least, not of the kind most 
women are used to, There's the 
movies, of course, when we have 
time, but you get a bit tired of that 
sort of entertainment, Sometimes 
we organize a boating trip out to 
a small island near our hospital, 
or we drive up to a pretty falls 
near here, in a jeep. But even that 
kind of thing gets monotonous,

THE RED ARMY'S DRIVE TO 
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Finland. There has been little 
activity in this area for months, 
The Soviets may feel it is under 
control, that there are bigger fish 
to fry. Finland has indicated it 
would like to withdraw from the 
conflict. There is a German 
Army within its borders, 

As the Red Army advances west- 
ward between the Carpathians and 
the Gulf of Finland it will en- 
counter, from south to north: Po- 
land, East Prussia, Lithuania, Lat- 
via and Estonia. An advance 
through Poland and East Prussia 
would take into account the three 
Baltic states or leave its right 
flank exposed, and the Red Army, 
despite its penchant for the unex- 
pected, does not engage in adven- 
tures. The Baltic states, histori- 
cally a part of Russia and at- 
tached to it before the German in- 
vasion, may be expected to wel- 
come the Soviet forces. 

When the Polish defense  col- 
lapsed before the Wehrmacht in 
September, 1939, the Russians 
marched into Poland from. the 
east, stopping at the western 
borders of White Russia and the 
Ukraine. These borders extend 
roughly to a point about as far 
west as Brest-Litovsk, 110 miles 
east of Warsaw. The majority of. 
the people in this area are tradi- 
tionally Russian. Beyond, to the 
German border, are the Poles, They 
have been tortured by the Nazis, 
hate them, have an underground 
movement. 

East Prussia has a predominant- 
ly German population. Invasion of 
that territory may afford the first 
test of the present position of the 
German people on the war. 

Concerning the strategy of the 
Red Army, Captain Sergei Kourn- 
akoff, military commentator and 
former Czarist officer, will say in 
the next issue of the magazine 
Soviet Russia Today: “The Ger- 
man armies face a possible huge 
triple trap (aside from the Cri- 
mea). The armies north of the 
line Nevel-Koenigsberg can be cut 
off and pressed against the Baltic 
Sea. The armies of the center may 
be encircled and squeezed into the 
dread Pripet Marshes, The armies 
south of the line Kiev-Lwow can 
be cut off and pressed against the 
Carpathians.” 


Terrain 
Chief physical f2ature of Poland 
is the undulating plain that forms 


the greater part of its territory. It 
extends to and merges with the 
German lowlands on the west and 
the great plain of Russia on the 
east. Berlin is in the German low- 
lands. : 

To the south of Poland are the 
Carpathian Mountains; they would 
be on the left flank of an invading 
Soviet force. 

A lengthy engagement was 
fought in these mountains during 
the first world war between the 
Russians and the Austro-Germans, 
It ended in a stalemate, each army 
maintaining its positions on its 
respective side of the main ridge. 
It would appear the Red Army 
could effectively use these moun- 
tains to guard its flank. 

Natural obstacles to an advance 
would be the rivers and the Pripet 
Marshes, Among the rivers that 
must be crossed are the Bug and 
the Dniester, the Vistula in the 
Warsaw area and the Oder beyond 
the Gerntan border. On the way to 
Bucharest is the Prut. The Pripet 
Marshes extend from about Brest- 
Litovsk on the west to within some 
75 miles of Gomel on the east, and 
follow an irregular pattern to 
north and south, As the Russians 
advance west the marshes would 
tend to split the enemy’s line but 
the Red Army would contend with 
the same situation till it got be- 
yond them. 


Climatic Conditions 

Poland has low winter temper- 
atures and the rivers frequently 
are ice-bound for two to three 
months, The weather moderates 
toward Germany and Berlin. The 
past two winter campaigns have 
shown that the Red Army func- 
tions far more effectively than 
the Wehrmacht in low temper- 
atures. 


Distances 

Taking as a control the line held 
by the Soviet forces on Nov. 5, as 
officially announced in Moscow in 
connection with the anniversary 
celebration, the Russians are the 
following distances from possible 
objectives (distances are in 
straight lines): Krivoi Rog area 
to Bucharest, 420 miles; Kiev to 
Lwow, 290 miles; Kiev to Berlin, 
730 miles; Gomel to Warsaw, 420 
miles; Orsha area to Berlin, 700 
miles; Vitebsk area to Danzig, 460 
miles; Novosokolniki, in Vglikie 
Lukie area, to Riga, 225 miles. 
(Warsaw is 310 miles from Berlin). 

The present winding Russian 
front, stretching from Leningrad 


BERLIN 


to the Black Sea, covers some 1200 
miles; it is 900 miles on a straight 
north-south line. A front from 
the Koenigsberg area of the Baltic 
through Warsaw and to the Car- 
pathians would be about 365 miles 
in length, but would not take into 
account the possibilities on the 
Carpathian flank. 


Railroads to the West 
Railroads are of vast importance 
to an advancing army. They aid 
in keeping communications intact, 
can be used to rush up men and 
materiel, hold open the arteries of 
supply. Main lines stretching from 
the Soviet Union to the west, be- 
ginning at the Black Sea port of 
Odessa are: Odessa-Lwow-Krakow- 
Breslau-Berlin; Kiev-Kowel-Lublin- 
Warsaw - Posen - Berlin; Gomel- 
Pinsk-Brest-Litovsk-Warsaw; Smo- 
lensk (connecting on the east with 
Moscow) to Orsha-Minsk-Bialy- 
stok-Warsaw; Minsk-Vilna-Kaunas- 
Koenigsberg-Danzig- Berlin; Smo- 
lensk - Vitebsk ~- Polotsk - Dvinsk - 
Riga; Staraya Russa-Pskov-Riga;

Answer: Although Merriam- 
Webster's lists “kuh-RIB-ee-un” 
as second choice, that pronuncia- 
tion does not appear at all in 
other dictionaries such as Funk 
and Wagnall’s, Macmillian’s, 
Winston’s, Century, etc. And such 
early gazetteers as Lippincott’s 
(1880) fail to list the accent on 
“rib.” So we may safely assume 
that “kuh-RIB-ee-un” is a corrup- 
tion of relatively recent origin.

Not Always 
Found Safe

NE of the many paradoxes to 
0 be found in bridge is that safe- 

ty plays sometimes must be 
avoided because they ar. not safe! 
The apparently silly contradiction 
involved in this statement simply. 
means, of course, that every play, 
including safety plays, must be cal- 
culated against the background of 
For example: 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable.

The best contract for the North- 
South hands, three no trump, was 
not easy to reach, North was nat- 
urally worried about his lack of 
club protection, and South was 
even more worried about the heart 
suit. Hence, although North's 
spade raise was questionable, based 
on only the J-7 of trumps, it was 
not to be condemned. And, what is 
more to the point, South should 
have fulfilled the four spade con- 
tract against the defense he re- 
ceived. 

West, vacillating between a heart 
and a club lead, was unfortunate 
enough to choose the latter. He 
laid down the club ace, but when 
East played the discouraging four 
spot, he shifted to the diamond 
seven. Declarer won with the ace 
and then led a low trump toward 
the jack. West promptly went in 
with the trump queen and led an- 
other diamond. East just as 
promptly ruffed, and when he then 
cashed the heart ace the party was 
over. Down one! 

Declarer’s lead of the low trump 
toward the jack would have been 
entirely in order, as a standard 
safety play, under normal condi- 
tions, when he could afford to sur- 
render a trick and the lead. In this 
case, however, after West's dia- 
mond lead declarer should have 
realized that it might well be fatal 
to permit a second diamond lead 
before the opposing trumps were 
knocked out, and although there 
was danger that the cashing of the 
ace and king would establish two 
trump tricks for the enemy, this 
was a lesser risk than the one ac- 
tually taken. Moreover, as the 
cards lay, this procedure would 
have insured the contract.
